Representatives of the German 
M insist that the value of ex- 
orts should be limited to the total 
value of articles manufactured from 
German raw materials, and the 
value added to imported raw ma- 
terials by German labor. They at- 
firm that German manufacturers 
have entered into large contracts 
in the United States and elsewhere 
for raw materials, or partly finished 
goods, which would unjustly be af- 
fected by the Allies collecting 26 
ber cent of that part of the finished 
articles based on the cost of raw 
materials. 

German government leaders also 
aver that, although 26 per cent of 
the value of exports is defined by 
the Allies as an index figure for 
variable annuities, it must in reality 
be 26 per cent tax on various clagsi- 
fications of exports.

CLAIMING SUCCESS. 


REPORTS OF GENERAL STRIKE 
IN BAY CIT¥Y OONFLICT; 
EARLY END EXPECTED. 


(EXCLOSIVE DisPATCH.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.—Con- 
ficting reports regarding the success 
of the general strike of union bulld- 
ing trades of the bay district, 
launched today by the general con- 
ference committee of the building 
trades unions, were by 
contractors and representatves of the 
unions. 

While the union officials reparted 
that there had been a general re- 
sponse to the strike order, contrac- 
tors claimed that the situation was 
the same today that it has been for 
the last two months. 

In San Francisco, according to 
union officials, virtually all build- 
Ing construction, except American- 
plan jobs, is at a standstill. 

In the district, outside of Gan 
Francisco, the strike order, it is said, 
was generally ignored by union 
building mechancs. Early in the day 
the union pile drivers employed on 
the water front were ordered off the 
job by local union officials, but the 
order was countermanded by inter- 
national! union officers, it is said, and 
the men remained on the job. 

Plumbers protested against being 
called off the job n publie schools, 
hospitals and other public buildings. 
A committee of plumbers waited on 
the strike committee and requested 
thet they be permitted to remain on 
jobs where the public health and 
convenience were nvolved. The re- 
quest was taken under advisement 
by the strke committee. 

Union electricians employed by 
public service corporations such ag 
street railways, heat, light and pow- 
er companies, were told by their 
union officials to remain at work, it 
was said. 


All buflding construction jobs were 
visited today by union committees to 
see that no union men remained at 
work. These committees reported 
very few union building mechanics at

NORRIS MEASURE ON CRED- 
ITS SENT TO HOUSE.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—<Anoth- 
er farmers’ relief measure, the ad- 
ministration plan for government aid 
in supplying credit for exportation 
of agricultural products, was passed 
by the Senate today and sent to the 
House 

The bill was a subetitute for the 
original Norris bill and provides for 
the War Finance Corporation to fur- 
nish export credits. It was passed 
without roll call. 

The substitute was drafted by 
Secretary Hoover and Director Meyer 
of the War Finance Corporation. It 
was adopted virtually intact, the 
bill authorizing the War Finance 
Corporation to make loans to agri- 
culturalists’ associations, banks and 
trust companies. The bill makes no 
change in the corporation's cash 
capital of $500,000,000, but reduces 
from $3,000,0000,000 to $2,000,000, - 
000 the authorized um ot 
bonds it may issue. 

Through loans to banks on agri- 
cultural collateral, it is expected that 
the bill's influence will be mostly felt 
by expansion of credit available to 
farmers. 

The Senate rejected riders of west- 
ern Senators to extend privileges of 
the Federal Farm Loan system to 
entrymen on government reclama- 
tion projects. Assurances for fu- 
ture action in a separate bill, how- 
ever, were given. 

Chairman Norris, of the Agricul- 
tural Committee, who initiated the 
credits legislation and who col 
lapsed a week ago after a speech 
criticising the substitute, was not 
present for the vote today. He left 
tonight for a vacation in an effort to 
regain his health.

IMPORTANCE OF GREATER EM- 
PHASIS IN PUBLIC HEALTH 
EDUCATION BROUGHT OUT.

OAKLAND, Aug. 4.—Importance 
of greater emphasis in public health 
education was brought out today at 
the opening session of the ffth 
convention of the Pacific divisfon of 
the American Association for the 
advancement of science at the Uni- 
versity of California by speakers in 
a symposium on the relation of the 
public to the scientific world. 

Dr. C. A. Kofoid of the Unitver- 
sity of California declared that 
cases of amoebic dysentery have ap- 
peared in a number of rural com- 
munities of California and that 
public health measures should be 
taken at once to stop possible de- 
velopment of an epidemic. 

Dr. 8. J. Holmes, professor of 
zoology at the university, declared 
that because of differences concern- 
ing the achievements vf the medi- 
cal profession a “strained relation“ 
between the public and medical pro- 
fession is arising. 

“There is a tremendous amount 
of sickness and death which could 
be avoided if the great mat of hu- 
manity could avail itself of resources 
of medical knowledge and skill,” 
he declared. 

Between 400 and 500@cientists are 
in attendance at the convention, 
which concludes Saturday evening. 
Prof. William Ritter, director of 
marine laboratory at La Jolla, is 
presiding.

That 
agreement with the people should 
not be broken by selling the bonds at 
$1,536,000 discount and carrying 
virtually € per cent interests, he 
argued. 

Second, the San Pedro Chamber 
of Commerce sent in a letter to the 
Council protesting against delay in 
the sale of the harbor bonds. This 
proposed sale has been tied up by 
the Hellman agreement until sixty 
Gays after the date of delivery of 
the power bonds. which itself may 
not be for forty-five days yet. 

Third, several representatives of 
large bond houses and banks sent a 
communication to the City Council! 
asking that the harbor bonds be 
sold at once, with the understanding 
they would not be put on the market 
in violation of the Hellman contract. 
The following signed the communica- 
tion. George R. Martin, manager 
bond department Security Trust and 
Savings Bank: W. 8. Kollock, presi- 
dent of the California Company. and 
IL. M. Battson, vice-president of the 
Bond & Goodwin & Tucker, Inc. 
The communication further indicated 
the bargain made by the city 
when it was stated that a “sub- 
stantial premium would be offered” 
for the harbor bonds, which carry 
only t 3-4 per cent interest. The 
power bonds were sold at euch a 
discount that the interest amounts 
to approximately 6 per cent. 

Fourth, Mr. Hellman said late 
yesterday that he has the interests 
of the harbor very much at heart 
and realizes the importance of it as 
much as anyone. For that reason 
he is trying to work out a plan 
whereby his agreement with the city 
will not completely block the sale 
of the barbor bonds at once in order 
that the harbor may be benefitted by 
the use of the move without delay. 
Fifth, the first actual legal battle 
will come today on the question of 
whether the city officials have the 
power to violate an agreement with 
the people by selling & per cent 
bonds for a 6 per cent interest and 
thus for seven months tie up $11,- 
$66,000. paying 6 per cent and earn- 
2 per cent. The case of 
Harry W. Anderson against the city 
will come up in Department 10 to 
be set for trial.

KUSTOFF FOUND 
MENTALLY ILL. 


Parole Granted Russian Who 
Annoyed Mrs. Haupt. 


Must Keep Away from fiome 
of Meritt s Daughter. 


Says She Talked of Love; She 
Says It is Untrue. 


Michael Kustoff, Russian army of- 
ficer, who became infatuated with 
Mrs. Rosalind (E. P) Haupt, daugh- 
ter of Hulett C. Merritt, millionaife 
financier of Pasadena, while work- 
ing asa butler in the Merritt home, 
was adjudged “mentally sick; not 
dangerously ill, but in a condition 
bordering on insanity,” by Judge 
Weyl af the Lunacy Commission 
yesterday, at the County Hospital. 
He was paroled for three months 
under the care of Mrs. Jene Me- 
Cracken, parole officer. 

The young officer told in broken 
English of the great love that came 
to him, and explained that the rea- 
son he wrote letters of love offer- 
ing to marry Mrs. Haupt was that 
she and her brother had told him, 
and that he read in the newspapers, 
that she was undertaking a divorce 
action against her husband. 

“She said that she was unhappy 
with her husband, spoke to me of 
love, he!ped me wash the dishes in 
the pantry, and led me to believe 
that she would marry me when she 
was free to do so,” he testified. 
“All that I wanted was her 
final answer, but I have not seen 
her for five months until yesterday, 
when she came to me and told me 
that she never had loved me and 
never would love me. I will trouble 
her no more.” 

MRS. HAUPT DENIES. 

Mrs. Haupt denied all of his state- 
ments, saying that the butler was 
discharged because he persisted in 
stopping her in the hallways and 
continued to pursue her after he 
was discharged. 

Among the exhibits introduced be- 
fore the commission by Attorney 
Howard 8. Lewis, representing Mr. 
Merritt, who swore to the original 
complaint, was Kustoff's last letter 
to Mr&. Haupt, written July 26, and 
reading as follows: 

“My dear Beloved Angel Rosalind:

“MICHAEL KUSTOFF.” 

An anonymous letter, received by 
Mr. Merritt, April 13, 1921, written 
with a pencil and almost illegible, 
also was introduced in evidence. It 
reads: “Say old fool I will get you 
yet. Iam going to put a booms at 
your front door some nite very soon. 
Youl see you old devil.” 

Deputy Sheriff Frank W. Modie, 
who arrested Kustoff, had him re- 
write this letter with hig left hand

DEFRAUDED. 


Three Hundred Stranded in 
Fresno; Investigation of 
“Local Bureau Asked, 


An investigation by the State Lae 
bor Commissioner and the District 
Attorney here of a Los Angeles em- 
ployment bureau suspected of delib- 
erately misleading hundreds of la 
borers by false promises of work 
was asked yesterday by Fresno au- 
thorities and business men. This 
action was taken after 300 hungry 
and penniless men arrived in Fresno 
In search of the jobs said to have 
been prom them by the employ- 
ment agency in this Aity. 

According to the stories told 
these men, they were 
each for the “jobs” and thefi told to 
report today in Fresno to Frank 
Williams, prorinent in labor circles 
there. Mr. Williams inst nicht said 
he had nothing to do with the hiring 
of the men. 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the Fresno euthorities by 
A. E. Wray, secretary and manager 
of the Valley Fruit Growers, after 
he heard the story of the Los An- 
geles laborers, who irelude high- 
school youths and gray haired men. 
They told him they were promised 
work in the fruit orchards around

Court Upholds 
Injunction to 
Bar Picketing. 


The State Supreme Court at San 
Francisco yesterday upheld the gu- 
perior Court of Los Angeles county 


in enjoining the local union of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers from picket- 
ing the Southern California Iron and 
Steel Company plan: at Fourth and 
Mateo streets. But the high State 
court modified the injunction, which 
was considered too broad. 

The litigation was the outcome of 
a strike early in November of 1917, 
when 125 employees struck because 
a machine had been installed with 
the result that ten men were thrown 
out of work. 

The injunction was modified be- 
cause the original order prevented 
unn men from doing picket duty 
near the plant In a manner that 
would not interfere with its bual- 
ness. Evidence showed that the 


large numbers of union men which 
accosted the employees amounted to 
intimidation no mater how polite 
the arguments might have deen.
